• Handle all animals as expeditiously and carefully as possible 
in a manner that does not cause trauma, overheating, 
excessive cooling, behavioral stress, physical harm, or 
unnecessary discomfort. 

(Three cougar cubs and one tiger cub are housed with other animals 
(ferrets, dogs, chinchillas, hamsters, rabbits and primates. The 

ferrets and dogs have not been vaccinated against distemper or 
rabies.) 


• Provide natural or artificial shelter for all animals kept 
outdoors to protect and prevent discomfort from inclement 
weather. 

(There is a camel held in the pasture without access to the barn.) 

• Have food that is wholesome, palatable, and free from 
contamination and of sufficient quantity and nutritive value to 
maintain all animals in good health. The diet shall be 
prepared with consideration for the age, species, condition, 
size, and type of the animal. All animals shall be fed at least 
once a day except as dictated by hibernation, veterinary, 
treatment, normal fasts, or other professionally accepted 
practices. 


(**The cougar cubs and tiger cub are given Nutri-cal containing 0.16 
mg of Calcium per teaspoon and does not provide sufficient calcium 
to meet requirements.) 

**A partially eaten calf carcass in the leopard pen is not protected 

from weather, spoiling, contamination or vermin after intial feeding 
two days ago. 


**Three cougar cubs and one tiger cub was taken from their mothers 
to be bottle fed at approximately three weeks of age. 

The diet for the tiger cub did not include the addition of meat to 
increase protein.)

• Make portable water accessible to animals at all time for the 
health and comfort of the animal. 

(Watering receptacles for most of the pens were dirty and contained 
solid ice.)
